ALPHONSO TALKS OF SPAIN 
The Duke of Toledo talked with the 
former Grand Duke Alexander of Russia 
about the loss of his throne in Spain. 
The Duke of Toledo is the former King 
of Spain. 
He lives in France. 
He told 
Alexander that the 
Spanish 
revolution 
beg an before he 
(Alphonso) 
was born 
and that it was inevitable. 
He discussed 
the series of regicidal attempts, the first 
in 1903 when he was escorting his mother 
from the royal chapel. 
Referring to the 
attack by the anarchist Rafael Sandez Al­ 
legro in 1913, Alphonso “ refers to the 
latter episode with the utmost simplicity: 
H prefer revolvers to bombs; they do not 
scatter; you are hit or you succeed in 
dodg ing the bullets. 
In either case you 
do not feel responsible for having caused 
the death of scores of innocent onlook­ 
ers.’ ” 
“ Spain,” Alphonso told Alexander, who 
has written the story for the Red Book 
mag azine, “ tried to stand for the ideals 
of liumanity in the midst of a worldwide 
conflict. 
My archives in Madrid contain 
some of the evidence of our conciliatory 
work.” Alphonso said that people in all 
countries implored him to find missing 
men and Hi at in a wing of the royal pal­ 
ace a mammoth bureau of research was 
operated. 
He liimself personally handled 
cases in which human life was at stake. 
'‘'Looking back at his thirty years on 
thè throne,” Alexander says, “ he char­ 
acterizes his Tiniisual actions’ as a policy 
o f four paradoxes: ‘Very early in life I 
became convinced that, not unlike a hu­ 
man being, a state can not remain at a 
standstill. 
It g oes forward or it rolls 
backward. 
What was I to do? 
Usual 
methods spelled stagnation. 
I was oblig ­ 
ed to try the pardoxical ones. 
I attempt­ 
ed to be an up-to-date king in the coun­ 
try of the most ancient royal traditions 
in the world. 
I endeavored to create a 
democracy without the benefit of scream­ 
ing demag og ues and cheap grand-stand 
players. 
“ T strove to reconcile the orthodox dog ­ 
mas of the Catholic church with the bold­ 
est theories 
of 
modern 
science. 
And 
most daring of all, I believed in the nec­ 
essity of Iniilding heavy industries in a 
land that has preserved its purely ag ri­ 
cultural character even after the passing 
of a century of epochal technical discov­ 
eries. 
Does it surprise you that I exper­ 
ienced considerable difficulties in main­ 
taining 
my 
balance? 
Have you ever 
heard of a circus performer who had to 
Wcà lk a rope as tight and thin as m ine? ’ ” 
It is true that Alphonso on the Castil­ 
ian thione strove to modernize his king ­ 
dom and that he was a democratic char­ 
acter. 
It is true that as king he strove 
to woi’k for his subjects, and that his 
throne lasted years longer than expert 
onlookers had believed that it would. But 
Alphonso was king in a country on all 
sides of which royal goveiaiment had col­ 
lapsed 
and 
in 
which 
anti-monarchists 
were constantly striving to set up a re- 
pulilic. 
Were the Spaniai’ds as enlig hten­ 
ed, a people as the Belgians are, Alphon­ 
so mig ht have had as good an opportu­ 
nity as Albert has had, hut the Spaniard- 
as a people are ignorant and backward, 
primitive in methods and in mannei's. 
Alphonso talking of Spain says nothing 
to indicate that he entertains hopes <d 
i-eturning to the throne. 
He appears to 
be accepting what he considers the m- 
evitalde albeit he maintains that lie lias 
not renounced his kingship. 
Aljdionso s 
liead is less in peril, but he must be care­ 
ful : he maintains tliat tlie kingship is his 
and 
rabid 
anti-monarchists 
resent 
this 
i)osition. 
By 
and 
large, however. Hie 
Duke of Toledo and his family are out 
of a iiiaelstrmn tliat constantly tiireaten- 
fd to c an y them ih>win 
In f rance tlieirs 
a free life.

dang er of stoppag e of traffic due to sa­ 
botag e or accidents, 
slides 
and 
earth­ 
quakes. 
Fi-om the foreg oing it is evident that 
the decision must 
depend 
upon several 
other factors than that of the capacity of 
Panama canal.

Within the next two weeks the Ameri­ 
can people will seriously settle down to 
the task of choosing the next president 
of the United States.

Only unforseen de­ 
velopments can chang e the situation. 
There is less certainty, however, about 
wdiat the democrats may do. 
That party 
is in much the same situation as it "vvas 
back in 1912. 
The dissension among re­ 
publicans affords it a g reat opportunity, 
but the same reactionary elements that 
sought to gain control of the party then 
are at work now. 
The important thing for the democratic 
leaders to remember is that the people 
now look to them to offer a liberal, hu­ 
mane leadership. 
The people are pri­ 
marily interested in men. 
They are not 
g reatly concerned about arguments. They 
are more interested in fundamental is­ 
sues than specific issues. 
The people look 
to 
the 
democratic 
party to nominate a candidate for presi­ 
dent whose knowm mental and spiritual 
tendencies and record of performance in­ 
dicate that he wmuld be a true represen­ 
tative of the people, that he v.’ould be in 
harmony wdth the traditional principles 
of democracy. 
Such a man stands more than an even 
chance to wdii the election and carry the 
party into power in both branches of the 
congress. 
But there can be no temporiz­ 
ing on men or principles. 
There can be 
no compi’omise with the ambitions of in­ 
dividuals 
or 
groups. 
The 
assumption 
that just any democrat could win next 
year is based upon the wrong premise 
rather than fact.

M a ria n ’s body was fou nd Dec. 22 
in th e ba s e m e n t of a te n e m e n t oc­ 
cu p ied 
by 
Bischoff, wTio 
was 
the 
f irs t to re p o rt th e discovery. She 
h a d been lu red aw ay from h er hom e 
D e c e m be r 17 and had died of in te r­ 
nal h e m o r r h a g e s cau sed by a c rim ­ 
in al attack. 
A fter telling of takin g M arian to 
th e 
cellar, 
Bischoff 
d escribed 
the 
a tta c k, w'hich he said was c o m m itt­ 
ed a t once. 
T h e n e x t m orning, Bischoff said, 
h e fou nd th e girl dead. 
T h a t was 
a Friday. 


“ I looked 
at h e r again on 
S a t­ 
u rd ay. 
On S u n d a y I did not look at 
h e r a t all," the confession related. 
Bischoff p assed th e body several 
tim e s on Monday, and two wmmen 
w h o lived in the s a m e bu ilding w^ere 
n e a r it T u e sd a y w ithou t takin g no­ 
tice. 
T h e following tay th e cobbler told 
his au nt, and th en ra n ou t of the 
bu ilding shou ting, "A ch ild ’s body is 
In m y c e lla r l" 
He was a r r e s te d a t 
o nce and had been held in cu stody 
e ve r since. 
G o rm an said a first d e g re e m u rd e r 
i n d ic tm e n t a g a in st Bi.sclioff will be 
Bou ght tomorrow% 
An in d ic tm e n t p reviou sly w as r e ­ 
t u rn e d a g a in st ‘‘J o h n Doe” as the 
c h ild ’s 
slayer, 
bu t 
the 
p ro secu to r 
said he w a n ts a n e w 'in d ic tm e n t sp e ­ 
cifically n a m in g Bischoff. 
Dep u ty sheriffs, detectives and p o­ 
lice who worked on th e case ex­ 
p ressed belief that 
Bischoff is in ­ 
sane. 
If indicted and a ju ry finds him 
Bane he m u st sta n d trial for first d e­ 
gree m u rder. 
If fou nd in san e Gor­ 
m a n said Bischoff p robably w’ou ld 
be se n t to L im a state hosp ital for 
c rim in a l insane.

the confession 
Bischoff’s 
m a i n th o u g h t was for so m eth in g to 
eat. H e in te rru p ted himself .several 
tim e s

t a c h e s if he w'ou ld he given food. 
He g ave indication of relief th at 
h e h ad confessed. 
C alm ly sitting in his cell he re­ 
c o u n te d how he had read in n e w s ­ 
p a p e rs 
th a t 
fir# m en 
w'ere 
to

t a ke n 
off du ty to 
se arc h 
every 
hou se. 
He told of his p lan to throw 
s e a r c h e r s off the trail. 
‘"I decided to take h e r body and 
p u t it u p th e r e in front of th e cel 
lar. 
T h e n I was going to m a ke be­ 
lieve I had fou nd it," he said. 
His sto ry w as disco n n ected with 
his in te rp o la te d req u e sts for food. 
At first his victim w as qu iet, he 
said, and T h u r s d a y night a fte r he 
h a d in ju re d h er sh e cried. He left 
h e r tied and a lm o st dead.
